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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): All of the double patenting rejections have been overcome by 
the newly filed terminal disclaimer. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues the claimed invention involves 
mixing two polymers prior to deliver to the spinning nozzle. As noted on page 2 of the previous office action, such is not required by the 
claims. Further, the claims were rejected in the alternative with more weight given to mixing prior to spinning on page 7 of the previous 
office action. Applicant argues Kimura does not suggest diameters within the claimed range. However, as set forth on page 5 of the 
previous office actino, Masaru was relied upon for providing motivation for this limitation. Applicant argues Masaru uses different precursor 
material and stabilization treatment. Such was acknowledged by the examiner on page 8 of the previous office action. Kimura was relied 
upon for providing motivation for using the claimed precursor material and stabilization process. Applicant argues that Powell is directed to 
using a small amount of polymer, such as 5%. Powell was applied against claims 8-1 1 which are directed to a content of 0.1% to 20% by 
weight, of polymer mixed with the carbon precursor. As noted above, the claims do not distinguish over the method of Kimura in which the 
carbon precursor is spun with another polymer rather than mixing prior to spinning. Powell was applied to suggest a polymer additive in the 
pitch as set forth on page 9 of the office action mailed 22 October 2009. Powell was not applied to suggest elimination of the polymer spun 
with the carbon precursor in Kimura as suggest by the table in Applicant's arguments. Further, these claims have been rejected in the 
alternative in numbered paragraphs 2 and 8 of the previous office action. 
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
